| price of sugar will leap skyward if 
the 
plans 
of 
speculators 
are 
not 
upset. 
Federal control of the country’s 
sugar supply expires on December 
31. 
The domestic demand exceeds all 
calculations and past records. 
The stage is beautifully set 
for 
a killing by the food gamblers. 
The sugar shortage, worse than 
war-time, now gripping the United 
States, is attributed primarily to in­ 
creased domestic consumption and to 
the recent strike of marine workers 
at Atlantic ports at which shipments 
of raw sugar from Cuba are re­ 
ceived. 
The increased consumption of su­ 
gar in the United States to date, as 
against the same period last year, 
is 
about 
nine 
hundred 
million 
pounds, or nine pounds per capita. 
The increase for the year is expected 
to be 1,125,000,000 pounds. 
Prohibition and the resulting in­ 
creased craving for sweets is given 
as the chief reason for this increase. 
Students of the 
sugar 
situation 
declare that unless strict regulations 
are enforced, similar to those effect­ 
ive under the food administration, 
there will be recurrent sugar short­ 
ages throughout this year and next, 
with prices skyrocketing to perhaps 
two «r 
three 
times 
their 
present 
level. 
The' 
sugar 
equalization 
board, 
which bought the entire output of 
Cuban sugar this year, and which 
has been able to maintain a fairly 
steady level of prices, goes out of 
existence January I, unless new life 
is given it by congress. It has no 
authority to execute contracts run­ 
ning into next 
year. 
As contracts 
for Cuban raw are usually made in 
October and November for the next 
year's output, the speculative inter­ 
ests are already making large con­ 
tracts. 
Unless 
congress 
acts 
and 
acts 
quickly, 
the 
bulk 
of Cuba’s 
next 
year’s crop will have been contracted 
for by private interest and the price 
so inflated that 
twenty-cent sugar 
will be almost a certainty for 1920. 
A bill by Senator McNary of Ore­ 
gon, is now' before congress extend­ 
ing the authority of the sugar equal­ 
ization board through 1920, but no 
action has been taken on it. 
Failure of 
the senate 
to 
ratify 
peace also is blamed as one of the 
factors in the present shortage. Big 
canners and preservers of fruit,, who 
normally 
make 
their purchases of 
sugar early, 
waited this year until 
July and August in the expectation 
that lower prices would follow the 
signing of peace.

Walker 1>, Hines. Director Gener­ 
al of Railroads, today authorized the 
follow ing: 
Th* railroads of the country Hie 
now doing a heavier business for 
the present season of the year than 
was ever done in the history of tin* 
railroads in 
normal 
years, 
and 
practically as heavy business as was 
done at this season in 1918 which 
exceeded all previous records. They 
have more cars in actual service 
after excluding cars held out of ser­ 
vice 
for repairs than in 1917 or 
191S. While the bad order car situ­ 
ation was greatly embarrassed by 
the extensive .strikes among shopmen 
in August the percentage of bad or- 


road facilities were not equal to 
the demands. During the w ar the 
addition of new facilities was great­ 
ly restricted by scarcity of m aterial 
and labor. Since the w ar It has 
been impossible to enter upon or 
carry out an extensive program for 
enlargem ent of railroad capacity be­ 
cause of the uncertainty as to the 
status of the railroads. The railroad; 
adm inistration was not provided w ith 
the money and therefore could not 
originate or carry out any such 
program. The railroad companies in 
view of the uncertainty were un­ 
willing to provide the money. 
The result is that the railroad fa­ 
cilities of the country are decidedly

To 
leave the territory at such a time, 
without assistance, means that the 
Allies would be giving over the de­ 
fenders of the territory, together 
with all its democracy, to Cire and 
sword. As soon as 
we lost the 
Allied support, the Bolshevik! will 
bring up rein force men ts for a strong 
offensive and we shall be crushed. 
“The Bolshevik are well aware 
that we have supplies of foodstuffs 
which they are vitally in need of. 
We have had a good harvest for the 
peasants starved themselves to sow 
their fields, using garden grain for 
seed that they needed for food.
